partiality, of which he makesf uch frequent Profeffions, 
would either have prevented him from’ purfuing his 
Defign, or at leaft induced him to have examined his 
Authorities with more Care and Candour, than I can 
find he has hitherto done ; or to have retracted many 
of his egregious Miftakes, fcarce confiftent with 
the Exactnefs of an Hiftorian. ~ But inftead of this, 
he has replied to the Bifbop’s Examination, and has 
indeed: corrected fome few trifling Miftakes, which 
were obvious enough to almoft every common Reader, 
yet at the fame time has perfifted-in the Defence of 
fome of the moft material ones, which every one, whois 
converfant with the Hiftory of thofe ‘Times, upon 

‘the flighteft Obfervation will be able to difcover. 
Nay, he is fo far from being difcouraged, that he 
has purfued his Work through the latter part of King 
Charles’s Reign, and has fpun out the laft fix or fe- 
ven Years of it, to’ the uncommon Size of above fix 
hundred Pages, and how well he has fucceeded in this 

his laft Attempt, I come now to examine. | 
Fie complains indeed in his Preface (p. 1.) of the 
Difficulty of difcovering the Motives of Aétion on either 
fide, and yet he feems to think himfelf capable of ac- 
counting for themfin a variety of Places in this Book :

What little Truth is contain’d in this Paragraph, 
the Reader, I hope, may be eafily convinced fro 
my Examination of his former Volume. OF Soe 

His ftrong Biafs and Prejudiceto the Royal Martyr, 
and his Caufe; (notwithftanding he_ profefles -himfelf, 
Pref. p. 16. to have, no private, or party Views) ap- 
pears in almoft every Page.. And. tho’ he faintly 
blamesfome of the moft unparallel’d Actions of the Re- 
bels, yet in order to palliate them in fome Meafure, . 
he has fpoke the moft difhonourable ‘Things of the 
Bleffed. Martyr, and what (if, true) in the Efteem, of 
every Old Whig, or conjfifient Proteftant (the cant Words 
of thefe.

Indeed he informs us (Pref. p. 4.) That all. Men bad 
a Veneration for bis Perfon. 

Could all Mea bave a Venera- 
tion for a Tyrant? As he has but too frequently re- 
prefented him... Could a// Men bave a Veneration for 
a Perfon, who was endeavouring (if we may take his 
Word for it). to deftroy the Conftitution both in 
Church and State, and to ¢ffablifh the Roman Catbolick 
Religion in England, or fome how, or otber, io blend it 
with the Proteftant.?. Could all.thofe Men have a Ve- 
neration for bis Perfon, who were endeavouring either 
to blaft his Reputation from the Pulpit and Prefs, or

Or can be pretend to the lealt Veneration. for him, 
after endeavouring. fo often (in his former, and in this

1 forbear, for fear of pro- 
voking even the Impartial and Di/paffonate Mr. 
Neal, to fay (Pref. p. 16.) that 1 am @ paffionate and 
angry Writer. 1 aflure him, I have no Prejudice to 
his Perfon, xo private or party Views, no Profpec? of 
Preferment, or other Reward for my Labours, than the Sa- 
tisfaction of doing ServicetoTruth. And give him my 
Word that I would not defignedly keep one Titéle of it 
from the Reader’s View, tho’ I was afiured, it would dif- 
ferve the Caufe of Loyalty ever fo much. . Butto pro- 
ceed, (p. ib.) Mr. Neal gives usto underftand. That the 
Epifcopal Charaéter was grown into Contempt, not from, 
any Defect? of Learning in the Bifbops, but from their’ 
clofe Attachment to the Perogative, &c. Remarkable 
this That what.in moit other Reigns, contri- 
buted to heighten the Epifcopal Charaéter, thould 
tend to its Diminution in this.

“He has indeed exerted againft the Leaders of the 
Presbyterians, for acting, when uppermoft, incon- 
fiftently with (what they falfly called) their old Prin- 
ciples, and with that Moderation which they them-~ 
felves had preached up, when under (what they as 
falfly called) @ State of Perfecution. And Mr. Neat 
cannot with any tolerable Grace deny, that both Tey, 
and the Independents in their refpecfive Turns, too 
plainly difcovered a perfecuting Spirit, and that the Cry of | 
Moderation with them, was meer Pretence. For when 
they had a proper Opportunity of practifing it, they 
proved themfelves to be as arrant Tyrants, as were 
ever invefted with Power. ‘A feafonable Memento 
(I fhould think) to the Members of the Eftablifhment 
to be always upon their Guard, and never to traft 
them too far, notwithftanding their idle Pretences (Pref. 


p. 10.) That the Body of Proteftant Diffenters in this 


Age have a juft Abborrence of the perfecuting Spirit of 
ibeir Predeceffors, and are content that their Aétions be 
fet in a fair Licht, as a Warning to Pofterity (Credat 
Fudeus Apella.) The pretended Mercies of their Pre- 
deceffors have always appeared to: be the height of 
Cruelty ; and what Proof have they given of a cons 
trary Difpofition but in bare Affertions, which every 
Day’s Experience may convince us to be oroundlefs 
and falfe? What elfe can we call it but a Spirit of 
Perfecution, which daily produces fuch bitter Invectives 


~ and feurrilous Libels from them and their Abettors a- 


eainft our Bifhops, andthe moft eminent of the inferior 
Clergy ; and for no other reafon than this, that they will 
not tamely give up the Conititution to them, nor allow 
them without Oppofition to hoift their Toleration into 
an Eftablifhment? I have always been of Opinion, that 
the more Vouchers are produced in Support of any 
Hliftorical Fact (provided they are unexceptionable) 
the better that Fa& ts attefted, the more it is to be 
depended upon. But *tis my Unhappinefs (I fear) in 
this refpe&t to differ from our learned Hiftorian (and — 
| others 
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4 others there are probably in the fame way of think- 


ing). For in Support of many Faéts, he has no other 


Authority than his own ip/e dixit, and but few in 
Suppoit of any, when they are fairly ftated, and come 
to be ftriptof that Difguife, which he hasartfully put 
upon them. Lord Clarendon is an Author he fre- 
quently vouch fafés to quote (and I think he cannot quote 
a better) but ’tis: Lord Clarendon not interpolated, but 
really curtail’d. For Mr. Neal has the Knack of leav- 


ing out évery thing that makes againft him.. Whit- ' 


lock, Rufbworth, Husbands, and Scobel, ate ufedin the 
fame manner: For I think I fhall be able to prove, 
that he has done none of them common Juftice, by 
his mannet of quoting. MW bitlock is an unexception- 
able Authority, and delivers Matters of Fact fairly, 
and as they came to his hand. Rufbworth generally 
eives us the Truth, tho’ notalways the whole Truth: 
Nor have I many Exceptions to Husbands or Scobel. 
But when he comes to his /icars’s, Cokes, Oldmixons, 
and Writers of the fame Size and Complexion, fure 
he cannot think that: he is writing Hiffory, but Ro- 
mance, For ifhe gives Credit to fuch Hiftorians, Tam 
perfuaded but very few will give Credit to his /i/fory. 


He has a remarkable Method of quoting Pam- 


phlets and fingle Traéts, generally without producing 
either their * Titles, or Dates: A Method entirely new, 
and by which (quote he never fo faultily) he may be 
‘lucky enough to have his Miftakes undifcovered. — 

But not to detain the Reader any longer from the 


Pleafure of Mr. Neal’s third Volume of the Hiftory 


of the Puritans. The firft thing almoft that he takes 
notice of, is the King’s Removal from Colubrook tu 
Brentford, where he attacked the Parliament Garrifon:

~ Mr. Neal then gives his Majefty’s final Anfwer, and 
makes the following Remark upon it, p. 17: That.

The very Anfwer as ic ftands in Mr. Neal curtail’d 
in the firft Article, fhews plainly, how defirous his 
Majefty was of Peace, and what large Conceffions he 
was willing to make towards it. And in the fecond 
Article he feems to give up the Bifhops Votes. « Ag 
foon (fays the King) as all the Members of both 
Floufes fhall be reftored'to the fame Capacity of fire 
ting and voting in Parliament, as they -had on the 
18th of fanuary 1641, the fame Rights belonging 
to them by their Birthrights, and the free Elections 
of thofe that fent them ; and having been voted from 
them for adhering to his Majefty, in thefe DiftraGti- 
ons, his Mayjefty not intending that this fhould 
extend either to the Bifhops, whofe Votes had been 
taken away by Bull, or to fuch, in whofe Places upon 
new Writs, new Elections have been made.

Mr. Ecbard obferves upon this Treaty as follows,

By virtue of 
which Order of the Houfe of Commons only, and 
without any Communication that Notice might be

NAb. Though the two Houfes voted very confiderable 
Penjions to fome of the Bifbops, in lieu of their Lands that 
were fequefier’d, due Care was not taken of the Payment. 
This is plain enough from the Cafe of Bifhop Hall, 
and the other two Bithops before mentioned, who 
were entitled from their peaceable Behaviour to cood 
Ufage, even from thofe mercilefs Rebels. Bifhop 
fall complains in the following manner. ¢ * Not 
only my Rents prefent, but the Arrearages of the 
former Years, which I had in Favour forborn to 
fome Tenants, being treacheroufly confeffed: to 
the Sequefirators, were by them called for, and taken 
from mes neither was there any Courfe at all taken 
for my Maintenance; T therefore addrefled my felf 
tothe Committee fitting here at Norwich, and de- 
fired them to give Order for fome Means, out of 
that large Patrimony of the Church, to be allowed 
me. They all thought it very jufts; and there be-
